With members of Congress scat- 
tered the country over, and Congress 
not in session until January, there is 
little to report from Washington 
about progress with revision of the 
“Tilustrations Bill.” 

The intensive work done by Mr. 
William M. Stuart, Stamp Editor of 
the Washington Post, throughout the 
last session of Congress pushed the 
whole matter farther along than it 
ever has been before, and created 
tremendous interest on the Hill in 
the liberalization project as well as 
in stamp collecting in general. 

The Natioral societies have been 
giving Mr. Stuart as much support 
as possible, and at this time he is 
serving as Chairman of the Illustra- 
tions Committee of no less than three 
of these organizations, the Society of 
Philatelic Americans, the American 
Air Mail Society and the Universal 
Stamp Association. Mr. Stuart is also 
a member of various local stamp 
organizations, such as the Collectors 
Club of Washington, the Washington 
Air Mail Society and the Washington 
Philatelic Society. 

Mr. Stuart reports that he is plan- 
ning active work along the Liberal- 
ization project throughout the coming 
winter. At the present time he is 
in close touch with various Post Office 
and Treasury Department officials 
who are interested in the subject.

Service are to be opened at noon on 
Monday, October 21, 1935.

Some people seem to think the 1930 
Graf Zeppelin set boom is just a 
repetition of the former flurry when 
they went to $20 a set within a year 
after issue. Such is not the case. 
While the stock market crashed in 
1929 there was still plenty of money 
hanging around and the forced sale 
of large blocks of these stamps came 
later. Our personal reminisences in- 
clude quite a number of sets bought 
by adoring mothers for youngsters 
of 10 and 12 who immediately mixed 
chocolate candy with the nice Zep- 
pelin gum when hinging them in thei1 
books. Needless to say these sets are 
out of the race and our experience 
was probably duplicated all over the 
country. This being the case, probably 
less than 40,000 of the orginial 60,000 
sets are still available. And 40,000 
sets is not very many when you stop 
to figure it out. No, it will take a 
lot of defiation to give the Zeps an- 
other set-back at this stage. 


William C. Wade has called our 
attention to a marked variety on the 
two cent bicentennial envelope. The 
white line joining the two value tab- 
lets is broken above the second “T” 
of States, which “T” is itself almost 
erased by color dots. In addition the 
upper parts of both uprights in the 
“H” of Washington have a dot of 





color in them. As Mr. Wade has 15 
copies of this variety we must assume 
that it is constant.

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Australian Mystery Stamp | 


Comes news from Australia that 
the 1 shilling, six pence stamp, which 
depicts a winged Mercury between 
two hemispheres, has been dropped 
from the current issue. When local 
postoffice stocks have been exhausted, 
and that point may have been reached 
by the time this article appears in 
print, the brief life of a beautiful 
stamp will have ended but the con- 
troversy it launched will only have 
begun. Far, far into the years to 
come philately will be divided into two 
camps whenever this stamp comes up 
for discussion. 

What kind of stamp was this beau- 
tiful adhesive from the South Pacific 
that served Australia so briefly? Air- 
post or regular issue? The 1936 edi- 
tion of the Standard catalogue recog- 
nizes the label as an air mail stamp 
and that will be sufficient evidence, to 
many collectors, to accept it as such. 
There will be others who will say that 
the catalogue editors have been care- 
less. 

As usual, there are two sides to the 
question. As a basis for building up 
the facts on both sides it should be

While there 
may be a great bit of fine workman- 
ship in the engraving that goes to 
make up this new Boulder Dam 
Stamp, we can not feel that the stamp 
will ever stand out as a shining ex- 
ample of a postage stamp. 

It looks just like a big mess of 
something that can only be seen with 
a magnifying glass and as a stamp 
is certainly a very poor example. We 
commend the issue of postage stamps 
for all worthy occasions but far bet- 
ter than just a stamp, give the public 
something that can be seen and some- 
thing that has some form and sem- 
blance to a picture on the stamp. 
Were it not for the fact that this 
stamp has the numerals of value etc. 
at the bottom it would look as well 
stood on its head as in normal posi- 
tion. 

Can not our stamp designers learn 
that it is utterly impossible to picture 
a whole town or a mountain range on 
a small postage stamp? 

At first glance one might take the 
picture to be a part of some physic- 
ian’s or surgeon’s anatomical chart 
showing our innards or some such 
chromo of a picture. 

To collectors it will always be “that 
Dam Stamp.”

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


All of these sheets were to be offered for sale only 
through the Philatelic Agency in either full sheets or 
in blocks of four. In cutting the imperforate sheets 
into blocks of four the margins and plate numbers were 
trimmed off and the sheets were cut without regard to 
plate lines, so that in order to obtain the scarce pieces 
from any sheet it was necessary to purchase full sheets 
from the Agency or to buy the wanted pieces from 
dealers who offered same. 


After these stamps had been on sale for some weeks 
at the Philatelic Agency, the announcement was made 
that the last day of sale would be June 15th. This 
announcement immediately set a limit to the number 
available and orders poured in thick and fast. 


Some time after June 15th, the Agency announced 
final figures for total sale of the reissued stamps and it 
is to be noted from the figures given herewith that in 
some instances, additional printings or supplies of these 
stamps were furnished to the Agency, while in other 
cases the original order was sufficient to meet the de- 
mand of collectors. 


Herewith are figures showing the original quantity 
ordered, the quantity sold and the total face value of 
the stamps sold.

The above figures include the total sales at the 
Agency. Agency sales were made either in blocks of 
four or in full sheets. 


A total of 184,347 full sheets were sold for $1,467,- 
972.70. A total of 936,262 blocks were sold for $195,- 
744.96. 


It will be noted that the original order called for 
35,200,000 stamps in all and that the sale was 39,058,- 
919 stamps. Total face value of the original order 
was $1,781,500 and the total face value of the entire 
sale of these stamps was $1,663,717.66. It will thus 
be seen that the sale was heaviest in lower valued 
stamps which run the quantity sold higher than the 
original estimate, while the face value came somewhat 
below the original estimate. 


First day covers of the Farley Reissues were officially 
from Washington, D. C., only, on March 15, 1935. 


Notes on Mythology 





(Mannel Hahn, one of the outstand- 
ing philatelic writers of today, sent 
me the following comments concern- 
ing my articles in the August 31 and 
September 7 issues. I think they are 
so interesting that I am asking Mr. 
Linn to print them.—Frederick Irion). 

“T should think,” writes Mr. Hahn, 
“that the Egyptian representations of 
the Sphinx would belong to a mytho- 
logic collection, because the Greeks 
even recognize her (Oedipus Tyran- 
nos); Thoth is a mythologic character. 
Of course, the recent Kalavela stamps 
of Finland depict their whole mythol- 
ogy, and A20 of Estonia, called by 
Scott an ancient bard, was intended to 
be Vainonen, god of music. In Turkey, 
A66 and A71 might qualify and SP1 
relates to Christian mythology 
(though ’t’would be irreligious to 
mention that, I suppose). Uruguay de- 
picts the Nike of Samothrace on A102 
—worshipped as a minor goddess in 
Greece. 

“IT was interested in the note on 
‘Elena’ referring to Scott’s A106. I 
judge that the editors of the cata- 


logue referred to the Italian circular 








that announced these stamps, for the 
form ‘Eleno’ is pure Italian. Helenus 
is the name in Vergil, and he was 
quite a man! ... It is probable that 
the illustration shows Helenus speed- 
ing Aeneas on his journey.”

Crash. 


One of the big air liners of the 
United Air Lines crashed west of 
Cheyenne, Wyo. on October 7th in the 
early morning. The plane was east- 
bound and struck one of the hills 
carrying away the under carriage and 
its momentum carried it over the top 
of the hill, completely demolishing the 
plane and killing its crew of three, 
pilot, co-pilot and stewardess, and 
nine passengers.
